Bomb threat forces EGH&NH evacuation

The patients, residents and em- 
ployees of Elba General Hospital 
and Nursing Home took an unex- 
pected trip last Friday when both fa- 
cilities were evacuated, 

At approximately 9:50 a.m., Fri- 
day morning, an anonymous caller 
told the switchboard operator that a 
bomb had been placed in the hospi- 
tal. 

According to Mrs. Ellen Briley, 
administrator of the hospital and 
nursing home, the authorities were 
immediately notified and the patients 
in the hospital were’ moved into the 
nursing home. 


“We were fortunate that most of: 


the patients in the hospital had been 
discharged,” said Mrs. Briley. “At 
the time, we only had three (3) pa- 
tients, 

However, this was not the case 
with the nursing home which was at 
full capacity with 91 residents. 

Those eniployees not directly in- 
volved in patient/resident care were 
evacuated outside the building, 

Elba police units were immediate- 
ly dispatched to the scene and assist- 
ed hospital personnel in performing 
a visual search of the facility for any 
Suspicious item and/or items.

Elba Police Chief Maxwell 
Hooks also requested assistance 
from Ft. Rucker’s Military Police K- 
9 Division which has dogs trained in 
“sniffing” explosive materials. 

Meanwhile, units from the Elba 
Fire Department and Rescue Squad 
were alerted and took up positions 
near the facility, 

The K-9 units, 2 dogs with han- 
dlers, arrived from Ft. Rucker short- 
ly before 11 a.m, 

According to Chief Hooks, the K- 
9 units made a thorough search of 
the hospital and at approximately 
11:45 a.m., one of the dogs alerted 
on one of the rooms in the hospital. 

The order was given to evacuate 
everyone a distance of 300 meters 
from the facility. This meant that the 
residents, patients and employees 
had to be moved from the nursing 
home, 

At the same time, a bomb remov- 
al squad with the EOD (Explosive 
Ordinance Detachment) stationed at 
Ft. Benning, GA were notified and a 
bomb removal team was immediate- 
ly dispatched to Elba via helicopter. 

Meanwhile, the evacuation of the 
nursing home was begun. 

The First Assembly of God 
Church was made available to those 
being evacuated. Fortunately, the 
church is located less than a mile

from the healthcare facility. 

Rescue squad units (ambulances) 
from Elba, New Brockton, Enter- 
prise, and Opp were used to move 
patients/residents who were confined 
to beds, 

Elba City School buses and the 
Senior Citizens Center bus were 
used to move residents who were 
mobile (able to walk with assis- 
lance), 

All off duty nursing personnel 
from both the hospital and nursing 
home were called in to assist in the 
move and to aide in the patient care 
at the church, 

Hospital and nursing home staff 
members were assisted by numerous 
volunteers, both during the move 
and at the church. 

Mrs. Briley noted that the evacua- 
tion of all 94 residents/patients, plus 
about 50 employees, health care 
equipment and supplies was com- 
pleted in approximately ninety min- 
ules and without incident. 

“We reacted according to the pro- 
tocol of our policies and proce- 
dures,” said Briley, “Certainly there 
were some anxious moments  be- 
cause our first and foremost concern 
was with the safety and welfare of 
our patients and residents.” 

The evacuation was made during 
the heat of the day - high noon. 

After the Ft. Benning EOD bomb 
removal team arrived, a thorough 
search of the room where the dog 
alerted was made by a two-man 
team, 

No bomb or explosive device was 
found in the room: however, the 
dogs were again allowed in the facil- 
ity and once again, they “acted sus- 
piciously,” 

According to Chief Hooks, the 
dogs’ suspicious behavior might 
have been caused by medication. 

“Because the dogs are trained to 
react to certain chemicals, drugs like 
the heart medication nitroglycerine 
could cause them to act suspicious- 
ly,” said Hooks. 

It was also noted that dust on a 
high-voltage electronic device such 
as a television could produce an odor 
similar to that of an explosive device 
or chemical. 

After a thorough search of the 
hospital was completed by the dogs

Sobriety checkpoints net 209 DU! arrests

The year-long Checkpoint Ala- 
bama Sobriety Checkpoint program 
reached its midpoint at the end of 
April, with state, county and local 
police making 209 DUI (driving un- 
der the influence) arrests during 160 
checkpoiiits conducted throughout 
the state. 

Developed in Alabama by the 


Governor’s DUI Task Force, Check- 
point Alabama is an intensive pro- 
gram of sobriety checkpoints involy- 
ing local, county and state officers, 
© program, launched last year 

at the end of October, is patterned af- 
ter a similar effort in Tennessee. 

Through April the program had 
yielded a total of 1,788 traffic and 
equipment violations cited (includ- 
ing DUIs), as well as 1,358 warnings 
issued,

In addition, numerous drug- 
related charges and other felony ar- 
rests were made during the check- 
points. 

Capt. Bill Henderson, chairman 
of the DUI Task Force said, “The 
success of the program is due to the 
team effort of Alabama law enforce- 
ment tO remove drunken drivers 
from Alabama roadways and reduce 
the incidence of alcohol-related acci- 
dents and deaths.” 

Last year in Alabama, at least 324 
persons died and 6,444 persons were 
injured in alcohol-related traffic mis- 
haps. 

Henderson added that Checkpoint 
Alabama is part of the Task Force’s 
overall strategy to reduce the inci- 
dence of DUI through enforcement, 
legislation and increased public 
awareness concerning drunken driy- 
ing, 

Checkpoint Alabama will contin- 
ue through October, and a number of 
checkpoints will be conducted 
throughout the state during the com- 
ing months, 
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and EOD personnel, the hospital was 
declared safe, 

At approximately 4:00 p.m., the 
move of hospital patients and nurs- 
ing home residents back to the facili- 
ty was begun. 

Shortly after 6:00 p.m., all resi- 
dents and patients were back in the 
facility and readjusting to the “nor- 
mal routine” of things, 

Volunteers from the American 
Red Cross brought in food to feed 


the residents, patients and staff mem- ee 


bers. Due to the evacuation, the fa- 
cility’s kitchen had been closed and 
the staff was unable to prepare the 
evening meal. 

Mrs. Briley stated that without 
the help and cooperation of the com- 
munity and the Surrounding commu- 


nities, the evacuation would not have 


gone as smoothly as it did.

“The cooperation’ of everyone 
during these most unfortunate cir- 
cumstances was of the highest de- 
gree,” 

The matter remains under investi- 
gation by the Elba Police Depart- 
ment. The caller, when apprehended, 
will be prosecuted to the fullest ex. 
tent of the law. A bomb threat is a 
felony.

The Faith That Saves 


rhe sun was just coming up. The motorcycle officer moved smoothly 
through the quiet Los Angeles suburb on his way to work. As he neared an 
intersection, a red pickup truck sped past without even slowing for the stop 
sign. The officer turned on his flashing lights and radioed the station that he 


Was In pursuit af the red vehicle. 
\ 


As his unit pulled up behind the slowing truck, the officer was thinking, 
“This fellow is probably late for work.” Unknown to the officer, the driver 
of the pickup had just robbed an all night grocery store, On the seat beside 
the driver was the paper bag with the money and the gun he had used. The 
driver was thinking, ‘The cops know already.” He was scared. He rested his 


hand on the gun. 


The truck pulled to the side of the roadway and stopped. The officer 
parked his motorcycle and approached the driver’s side of the pickup. He 
was relaxed, “Good morning sir. May’ I see your...” He didn’t even get to 
finish his sentence, The driver stuck his arm out of the truck and fired his 
weapon. The barrel of the gun was only two inches away from the officer. 
The bullet hit the officer in the center of his chest. He was knocked to the 


ground seven feet away, 


For a few moments all was quiet. Then, to the horror of the gunman, the 
offiger slowly stood to his feet. The driver couldn't believe it, “This guy 
must be Clark Kent.” In shock, the policeman began to slowly brush the dirt 
from his uniform. After two or three seconds, the officer regained his wits, 
pulled his service revolver, and fired two rounds into the side of the truck. 
The first round when through the open window and destroyed the wind- 
shield. The second round went through the side of the door and ripped into 
the driver's left leg. “Don’t shoot,” screamed the terrified robber, throwing 
the gun and the bag of money out of the window. 

The officer's life had been spared because he was wearing a bullet proof 
vest. Vests are incredibly strong even though they are only about three- 
cights to one inch thick. They are made with dozens of layers of an ex- 


tremely tough fabric--Kevlar. 


A few months later another officer, Ray Hicks, and his partner went to 
serve a search warrant on a well known drug dealer in the city of Ingle- 
wood. As his partner knocked, Hicks yelled out “Police!” and started to 
kick down the door. From inside the shabby apartment, four slugs were 
fired through the door. One found its mark. The impact was almost exactly 
where the motorcycle officer had been hit only a few weeks before-- 


squarely in the center of the chest. 


Later his partner recalled that Hicks said quietly, “I’m hit,” and slowly 
sank to the floor. The coroner reported that the policeman probably lived 
less than a minute. The bullet had ruptured an artery; blood to the brain had 


been stopped instantly. 


Police officer Ray Hicks was 27 years old. He left a wife, three children, 
and a bullet proof vest in the trunk of his car parked 30 feet from where he 


fell. 


Every police officer in Los Angeles believes in bullet proof vests. They 
work! [ doubt that a policeman could be found anywhere who doesn’t be- 
lieve vests save lives. Tragically, believing is not enough. An officer must 
do more than believe in vests. He must take his belief to the point of person- 
al commitment. He must be willing to wear the vest, and wear it at all 
limes. This means even when he is hot or when it is uncomfortable to wear, 

It is not enough to believe that a man named Jesus lived 2000 years ago. 


One must: 


1) Realize that he is a sinner and in need of God’s cleansing and forgive- 


ness. 


2) Repent of his sinful life and turn to the Lord Jesus Christ. : TAA 
3) Receive Jesus Christ into his heart and life by surrendering his life 


and will to God, 


One must take his belief to the point of commitment. He must be willing 
to take his belief to the point of “putting on” the Risen Christ, receiving 


Him as Lord and Savior.

James Weldon Johnson... 


lawyer, teacher, writer, diplomat 

James Weldon Johnson was a 
man of many talents: teacher, law- 
yer, poet, editor, diplomat, and exec- 
ulive secretary of the NAACP. His 
contributions to the cultural and so- 
cial uplift of Black America were 
man and lasting. His now famous 
poem “Lift Every Voice and Sing” 
(1900)--which was set to music by 
his equally talented brother, J. Rosa- 
mond Johnson--was adopted by 
many depressed blacks in the 1930's 
as their national anthem and official 
song of the NAACP, 

Johnson was born in Jackson- 
ville, Florida. He attended high 
school locally and graduated from 
Atlanta University in 1894. He re- 
turned to Florida as principal of a 
Florida high school and later be- 
came the first black admitted to the 
Florida bar. He also launched a 
newspaper, “The Daily American”. 

From 1906 to 1912, Johnson 
served as consular officer to Vene- 
zuela and Nicaragua. By 1914, he 
was editor of the New York Age, 
one of the earliest black newspapers 
founded in New York in 1917. He 
assumed the newly created position 
of field secretary of the NAACP, 
During this time, he led the cam- 
paign for the Dyer Anti-Lynching 
Bill which passed the House in 
1922, but died in the Senate in 1924, 
He was awarded the Spingarn Medal 
in 1925, 

At the time of his death in 1938, 
he was professor of creative litera- 
ture at Fisk University. In his book, 
“Negro Americans, What Now” he 
helped to explain the black man’s 
contributions and achievements,

The Faith That Saves 


rhe sun was just coming up. The motorcycle officer moved smoothly 
through the quict Los Angeles suburb on his way to work. As he neared an 
intersection, a red pickup truck sped past without even slowing for the stop 
sign. The officer turned on his flashing lights and radioed the station that he 
was in pursuit of the red vehicle. 

As his unit pulled up behind the slowing truck, the officer was thinking, 
‘This fellow is probably late for work.” Unknown to the officer, the driver 
of the pickup had just robbed an all night grocery store. On the seat beside 
the driver was the paper bag with the money and the gun he had used. The 
driver was thinking, “The cops know already.” He was scared. He rested his 
hand on the gun. 

The truck pulled to the side of the roadway and stopped. The officer 
parked his motorvycle and approached the driver's side of the pickup. He 
was relaxed, “Good morning sir. May I see your...” He didn’t even get to 
finish his sentence. The driver stuck his arm out of the truck and fired his 
weapon. The barrel of the gun was only two inches away from the officer. 
The bullet hit the officer in the center of his chest. He was knocked to the 
ground seven feet away, 

For a few moments all was quiet. Then, to the horror of the gunman, the 
officer slowly stood to his feet. The driver couldn't believe it. “This guy 
must be Clark Kent.” In shock, the policeman began to slowly brush the dirt 
from his uniform. After two or three seconds, the officer regained his wits, 
pulled his service revolver, and fired two rounds into the side of the truck. 
The first round when through the open window and destroyed the wind- 
shield. The second round went through the side of the door and ripped into 
the driver's left leg. “Don’t shoot,” screamed the terrified robber, throwing 
the gun and the bag of money out of the window. 

The officer's life had been spared because he was wearing a bullet proof 
vest. Vests are incredibly strong even though they are only about three- 
cights to one inch thick. They are made with dozens of layers of an ex- 
tremely tough fabric--Kevlar, 

A few months later another officer, Ray Hicks, and his partner went to 
serve @ search warrant on a well known drug dealer in the city of Ingle- 
wood. As his partner knocked, Hicks yelled out “Police!” and started to 
kick down the door. From inside the shabby apartment, four slugs were 
fired through the door. One found its mark. The impact was almost exactly 
where the motorcycle officer had been hit only a few weeks before-- 
squarely in the center of the chest. , 

Later his partner recalled that Hicks said quietly, “I’m hit,” and slowly 
sank to the floor. The coroner reported that the policeman probably lived 
less than a minute, The bullet had ruptured an artery; blood to the brain had 
been stopped instantly, 

Police officer Ray Hicks was 27 years old. He left a wife, three children, 
and a bullet proof vest in the trunk of his car parked 30 feet from where he 
fell. 

Every police officer in Los Angeles believes in bullet proof vests. They 
work! I doubt that a policeman could be found anywhere who doesn’t be- 
lieve vests save lives. Tragically, believing is not enough. An officer must 
do more than believe in vests. He must take his belief to the point of person- 
al commitment. He must be willing to wear the vest, and wear it at all 
times, This means even when he is hot or when it is uncomfortable to wear. 

It is not enough to believe that a man named Jesus lived 2000 years ago. 
One must: : 

1) Realize that he is a sinner and in need of God’s cleansing and forgive- 
ness. 

2) Repent of his sinful life and turn to the Lord Jesus Christ. Ae 

3) Receive Jesus Christ into his heart and life by surrendering his life 
and will to God. 

One must take his belief to the point of commitment. He must be willing 
to take his belief to the point of “putting on” the Risen Christ, receiving 
Him as Lord and Savior.

James Weldon Johnson ... 


lawyer, teacher, writer, diplomat 

James Weldon Johnson was a 
man of many talents: teacher, law- 
yer, poet, editor, diplomat, and exec- 
ulive secretary of the NAACP. His 
contributions to the cultural and so- 
cial uplift of Black America were 
man and lasting. His now famous 
poem “Lift Every Voice and Sing” 
(1900)--which was set to music by 
his equally talented brother, J. Rosa- 
mond Johnson--was adopted by 
many depressed blacks in the 1930's 
as their national anthem and official 
song of the NAACP. 

Johnson was born in Jackson- 
ville, Florida. He attended high 
school locally and graduated from 
Atlanta University in 1894. He re- 
turned to Florida as principal of a 
Florida high school and later be- 
came the first black admitted to the 
Florida bar. He also launched a 
newspaper, “The Daily American”. 

From 1906 to 1912, Johnson 
served as consular officer to Vene- 
zucla and Nicaragua. By 1914, he 
was editor of the New York Age, 
one of the earliest black newspapers 
founded in New York in 1917. He 
assumed the newly created position 
of field secretary of the NAACP. 
During this time, he led the cam- 
paign for the Dyer Anti-Lynching 
Bill which passed the House in 
1922, but died in the Senate in 1924. 
He was awarded the Spingarn Medal 
in 1925, 

At the time of his death in 1938, 
he was professor of creative litera- 
ture at Fisk University. In his book, 
“Negro Americans, What Now” he 
helped to explain the black man’s 
contributions and achievements.

Caring for new 
foal is critical 


By Stan Windham 
Coffee County Agent 


Horses, like many other livestock 
enterprises, require consistent man- 
agement throughout the year, But 
particular attention should be paid 
once a mare has foaled and during 
the process of foaling, 

There are several simple post- 
foaling management practices that 
would help insure the health of your 
mare and your foal. Some of them 
are as follows, 

The very first thing you need to 
do is make sure the foal is breath- 
ing. This is easy to do with your 
hand or put your face near the nos- 
trils of the foal to see if you can feel 
its breath. Also, along these same 
lines, put iodine‘on the foal’s umbil- 
ical cord. Make doubly sure that the 
foal receives colostrum soon after 
birth. This may require you to be at 
the birth when it happens to make 
sure that the foal is nursing proper- 
ly. So checking the mare throughout 
the day and into the night may be 
necessary. 

Make sure the foal is protected 
against tetanus by a tetanus antitox- 
in injection. If the foal has constipa- 
tion or diarrhea, be sure to treat this 
immediately. 

After several days check the um- 
bilical stump and make sure that it is 
not infected and there are no further 
problems, Foals are very susceptible 
to umbilical cord problems, 

Another thing to check would be 
the foal’s eyelids and lashes. Make 
sure that they are tumed outward, 
Sometimes they, can get caught un- 
der the lid and cause eye infection, 

Check for any limb deformities 
or hernias. If you have a suspect leg 
or a possible hernia, consult your 
veterinarian promptly. 

Make sure the mare expels the af- 
terbirth and check it for complete- 
ness. This is very important and 
should happen within the first few 
days. 

Check the mare for several days 
after foaling for any signs of repro- 
ductive tract infection, Some people 
give a routine antibiotic shot at birth 
to the mare to help guard against in- 
fection. Consult you veterinarian as 
to his opinion on this practice. 

To horse owners unfamiliar with 
raising foals, this post foaling 
checklist may seem like a large 
amount of work; however, it only 
lakes a few minutes to prepare these 
Management procedures, Once you 
have done this, you can relax and en- 
joy your new foal knowing that you 
have done your best to ensure its 
well being. 

One other sidenote in managing 
new foals is to look around your 
place at your fence, in the barn, and 
in the pasture and remove any obsta- 
cle that might cause injury to the 
new foal. Young foals many times 
run and play and before you know it 
they have hurt themselves in some 
way. If you remove obstacles that 
might possibly cause a problem, you 
may save yourself some headache 
later.

In the spring and summer, it 
seems as if you spend almost as 
much time bagging clippings as you 
do mowing. A 1,000 square foot 
lawn can generate nearly 500 pounds 
of clippings per growing season. 
Disposing of the bags is now becom- 
ing harder and more costly because 
landfills are becoming full, Some cit- 
ies and states are refusing to pick up 
yard waste at all, so what can you do 
with all your grass clippings? 

There are several things to do 
with grass clippings besides bagging 
them and putting them out on the 
curb, The easiest and most beneficial 
is to leave them on the ground. Grass 
is an excellent source of nitrogen, 
potassium, and phosphorus for your 
lawn, For the most efficient use of 
the nutrients in the grass and the 
quickest decomposition, you need to 
mow Often enough to ensure that the 
clippings are not more than one inch 
long. During the peak growing sea- 
son, this means mowing every five 
or six days and when the grass is 
dry, so that the clippings on the lawn 
do not promote thatch build-up, 
Grass decomposes at such a fast rate 
that thatch is not a problem, 

If your grass is too long already, 
or you don’t want to mow quite so 
often, consider using a mulching 
mower, which cuts grass into smaller 
pieces and shoots it back onto the 
ground, or use your clippings in a 
compost pile, 

Consider building a home com- 
post unit, The word compost is de- 
rived from two Latin words mean- 
ing, “together” and “to bring”, In 
One sense, it involves bringing to- 
gether waste materials to ultimately 
form a single humus, In the techni- 
cal sense, composting results in the 
microbial decomposition of organic 

waste under controlled conditions,

Nutrition is 
best cure for 
all ills 


Although folklore recommends 
we "feed a cold and starve a fever,” 
it’s actually best to maintain good 
nutrition as much as possible during 
both types of maladies. It is espe- 
cially important to get plenty of 
fluids, 

One reason not to starve a fever 
is that fever elevates basal metabolic 
rate, or the number of calories 
burned in the resting state, For every 
degree Fahrenheit rise in body tem- 
perature, metabolic rate rises 7%. 
This means that an average-sized 
adult with a temperature of 103 F 
will burn an additional 400 to 500 
calories each day, 

Fever also causes body tissues 
such as blood; muscle and organ 
cells to break down more rapidly. 
This should not pose a problem for 
the previously well-nourished indi- 
vidual who suffers a mild illness of 
Short duration. However, loss of 
body protein can be significant for 
the person with a severe or long- 
term infection. 

Maintaining water balance also is 
critical during any illness that in- 
volves fever, sweating, vomiting, or 
diarrhea. Since all of these condi- 
lions increase water losses, it’s im- 
portant to take plenty of fluids. This 
is One good reason for encouraging 


thin soups and teas during illness. If’ 


Swealing is profuse or vomiting and 
diarrhea persist, salt soups to avoid 
excess sodium loss. 

Blood and tissue levels of many 
nutrients change during periods of 
active infection, Vitamin C levels, 
for example, fall as the nutrient is 
used by the adrenal glands to help 
fight infection. Because of this, it 
makes good sense to consume fruit 
juices and juices high in vitamin C 
on a daily basis, especially during 
illness. 

What foods are best for the per- 
son with an infection? In the short 
run, the most important factors are 
tO ensure generous fluids and ade- 
quate calories. Since fatigue and 
achiness are often a problem, pre- 
pare meals and snacks trom foods 
that require little work to eat, 

If sweating is profuse, salt food 
to avoid sodium depletion. If the 
condition becomes chronic, take 
care to see that protein intake is lib- 
eral--about 70 to 90 grams a day. 

Also, the patient should consume 
enough carbohydrates to prevent ket- 
osis (around 60 grams). Ketosis is a 
stressful condition caused by rapid 
breakdown of protein for energy.

Alter approving minutes of the 
last_ meeting and payment of month- 
ly bills totaling $12,626.83, the may- 
or and council settled into the busi- 
ness at hand, 

The majority of the meeting cen- 
tered around topics involving the po- 
lice department - hiring of an officer, 
a wreck involving the chief’s person- 
al vehicle, a stolen walkie-talkie and 
the police activity report. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers in- 
formed members of the council that 
he had received an estimate of dam- 
ages done to his personal vehicle, 
while acting in an official capacily 
for the town, 

The chief was involved in an ac- 
cident in September of 1994 while 
responding to a call on his person 
car (van). He told the council that an 
accident report was filled out, but 
since that time it has "come up miss- 
ing.” 

Chief Driggers stated that the oth- 
er party involved in the accident did 
not have insurance and that his insu- 
rance would not cover the damage. 
He was asking that the town cover 
the cost of repairs. 

After a brief discussion, the coun- 
cil asked the chief to provide them 
with a statement of what happened, 
along with the estimated cost of re- 
pairs, and it would be submitted to 
the town’s insurance carrier for con- 
sideration, 

Next, there was a brief discussion 
concerning a walkie-talkie belonging 
to the police department that had 
been stolen. 

The walkie-talkie was in the pos- 
session of Officer Darrell Griswald 
and was taken from his personal ve- 
hicle while in Dale County, Each po- 
lice officer is assigned a walkie- 
talkie for his use while on-duly or 
on-call; however, he was on neither 
at the time of the theft. 

Griswald told members of the 
council that his insurance company 
had informed him that the property, 
valued at $500, was not covered un- 
der the terms of his policy. 

The council requested Griswald 
to obtain a copy of the offense report 
from the authorities in Dale County, 
and the matter would be presented to 


Upon the recommendation of 
Councilman Charles Cole, the coun- 
cil voted to place police officer Wil- 
liam King on permanent status with 
the department. It was noted that Of- 
licer King is intoxilizer trained. 

The chief reported that his depart- 
ment, during the past month, had an- 
swered 21 complaints, made 11 
criminal arrests, and issued 18 traffic 
citations. 

Police officers investigated 4 traf- 
fic accidents with 3 injuries and 1 fa- 
tality, rescue squad members re- 
sponded to 20 calls, and the fire 
department answered 2 alarms, 

Mayor Kathryn Holley informed 
the council that the archives grant 
has been completed. The total cost 
of the project to preserve the town’s 
records was $6,076.45; however, the 
cost to the town was only $2,066.55, 

She noted that all the town’s 
records from 1902 until April 1995, 
which include ordinances, meeting 
minutes, financial statements, resolu- 
ions, audits, court records and a his- 
torical scrapbook, are now recorded 
on micro film, 

In addition to paying for the pro- 
cess of placing the records on micro- 
film, a reader/printer was purchased 
for use by the town. 

Turning to other matters, a dis- 
cussion concerning the hiring of a 
concession stand operator for the 
town’s ballpark resulted in a brief 


executive session. 

The council, after reconvening 
following the executive session, vot- 
ed not to hire anyone to run the con- 
cession stand at the ballpark during 
the summer, 

However, earlier in the meeting, 
the council did approve paying Amy 
Farris for the time that she had oper- 
ated the concession stand, 

While on the subject of recrea- 
tion, Councilman Cole suggested 
that a recreation committee be ap- 
pointed to advise and to make rec- 
ommendations to the council on how 
{0 improve the town’s recreation 
program. 

Cole proposed that a person from 
each council district be appointed to 
the committee. Members of | the 
council are to seek out persons will- 
ing to serve and recommend their ap- 
pointment at the next council. meet- 
Ing. 

The comment was made that the 
committee's first project might be to 
assist in raising funds to enlarge thé 
town’s present recreation facilities or 
to construct a new complex,

The captain of the Elba Rescue 
syuad, Ray Kyle, spoke to the Elba 
Lions Club concerning EMS (Emer- 
gency Medical Services) for local 
citizens, ; 

Capt. Kyle told Lions that in re- 
cent months the squad’s membership 
has dropped considerably causing 
day service to become a problem. 

“We've had quite a few folks that 
have had other commitments and 
we've lost several near and dear 
friends, not by death but by other 
jobs,” said Kyle. 

The loss suffered by the squad 
has been mainly of EMTs (Emergen- 
cy Medical Technicians) and EVOC 
(Emergency Vehicle Operator Certi- 
fied) Drivers. 

Kyle told club members that the 
squad, at the present time, has sever- 
al applications for membership, but 
there is still a need for more mem- 
bers. 

He noted that the rescue squad is 
made up of volunteers, men and 
women, who serve without compen- 
sation in providing emergency medi- 
cal service to area citizens. 

All monies received by the squad, 
either by payment for runs by indi- 
viduals or insurance providers or do- 
nations is used for equipment and/or 
vehicle operation, No personal com- 
pensation is received by any rescue 
personnel. 

Members of the squad pay for
